The Inner of these two layers consUts 
mainly of frusnla, a compound similar 
to nrlc acid, and this probably serves 
as a refiector._ The outer layer con- 
sists of a mass of cells normally of a 
pale yelk>vr color. '

form larser passasei and run together 
In the outer layer of yellow cells, form-

Pjpvrus Books. 


Early writers made use of linen or 


cotton fabrics, of skins acd even of 
scales of fishes for writing. For a los~ 
period papyrus was used, the books bv7 
Ing made In rolls, being about one an* 
one-half feet wide and sometimes fifty 
feet long. 
Papyrus was a. bulrciL, 


growing ten feet high, found In th& 
marshes of Egypt; from Its Inner rit'i 
the form of paper called papyrus wa* 
made. 
Papyrus aheets were neatly 


Joined, attached to a stick and roTk-J 
upon It (whence we hare our wnr.l 
"volume." from the Latin Tolvere,»r> 
roll). The titles were written on tes< 
attached to the sticks or Inscribed on 
the outside of the rolls. The rolls 
kept In round wooden boxes. 


National Keaiidressts. 


There Is no such thing as a national
